Defendarts hod pres 
vious to this granted a title to Wong Touk 
Lyin, witb certain restrivtions not inserted 
in the title, In’Oct. 1881, Yu Chow resold 
the propurty, ‘at s considerable increase of 
price, to Leo Fu Wing, who, shortly after- 
wards, enterad into contracts to pull down 
thy, buildings ther standing on the ground 
with a view to improving and increasing 
the value of the lot This course: was op- 
posed by one of the then tenants, Lo On, 
who rofused to give up possession ‘on lie. 
half of bimaal€ and a unniber of other per 
sona styling ticuigelves the ‘Piece Goals 
Merchants Guild,’ who are the owners of 
an engine house situated on the lot, on the 
ground that the defendants had no right or 
titls to the property. They olleyed that 
Jolin Grahau Morrison, defendants’ prede- 
cessor, purchased the whulvof Section B from 
the Crown on tlie 25th Nuvembor, 1860, 
thab Lo On ecutered: into possession of the 
ground in 1855 ; aud that he remained io 
possession for more than 20. yeurs without. 
paying rent or in any way acknowledging 
the title of the suid Julin Graham Morrison 
or that of the defendants, On the 4th 
Angust, 1882, the Court, in o suit brought 
vainst the presont piaintif, Leo Ia 
Wing, decroed that Lee Fu Wing’s right to 
the,property was ‘barred by the Statute of 
Limitations, and 4 porpotual injunction 
was issued ayainst him taking possession of 
the property, Plaintiff claimed that by 
tho indenture of tho 20th July 1881, and 
theagsigniment therein contained, they wore 
wn are entitled ag auainat tha defendants 
to’ the quiet enjoyment of the whole of the 
said promis Nevertheless, they being 
ojected, have been disturbed in their quict 
enjoyment, and put to considerable oxpense
